Preface 


The  port  of  Killingholme  currently  comprises  two  deep  water  jetties 
equipped  with  pipe-lines  for  the  discharge  into  storage  tanks  of  oil  and  oil 
products o A coal  hand. ling  facility  is  under  construction. 

There  is  no  “Harbour  Master”  to  control  the  use  of  these  jetties 
and  the  Port  Health  Inspectors  have  hitherto  relied  upon  shipping  agents 
notifying  them  of  impending  arrivals . 

The  system  has  not  proved  satisfactory  and  means  of  improving  on 
it  are  being  explored;, 

Both  the  low  proportion  of  ships  which  were  inspected  and  the  delay 
in  compilation  of  this  report  are  attributable  to  the  difficulties  experienced 
by  inspectors  in  obtaining  information  from  some  shipping  agents. 

The  vast  majority  of  ships  using  the  port  are  engaged  in  coastal 
trade  or  have  come  from  excepted  ports  in  continental  Europe  and  do  not 
require  clearance.  The  few  ships  which  came  from  foreign  ports  beyond  the 
excepted  area  in  1968  dj.^  not  come  from  infoc’'°d  local  areas.
